Dr. Hook described cleverly the diametrically op- 
posed personalities of these two women. Elizabeth 
Barry was the typical worldly woman of the spicy 
Restoration period. Anne Bracegirdle, on the other 
hand, was a model of virtue. The first sentimental 
comedies, in which virtue always triumphed, were writ- 
ten for her. The authoress said that Mistress Brace- 
girdle was responsible for the introduction of musical 
comedy, as many playwrights were inspired by her 
beautiful voice to introduce music into their plays. 
Some of the best known plays of the Restoration period, 
including Congrave’s “Love for Love,” recently played 
— by John Gielgud and Pamela Brown, were written 
or her. 

Dr. Hook is writing a double biography of these two 
women pioneers of the English stage. She is now in 
Hollywood discussing the filming of her work. 

Dr. Hook has spent this summer in Washington do- 
ing research at Folger Library on the music of the 
Restoration period, much of it was written for Mistress 
Bracegirdle. The Folger Library owns some very old 
instruments, like the spinet and harpiscord, and will 
later give concerts featuring the music Dr. Hook is 
compiling. Barnard College will cooperate in these 
concerts, contributing some of their own instruments 
of the period. Dr. Hook will conduct seminars next 


Representative Katharine St. George opened the 
meeting. She spoke of the progress women have made 
in modern times, but pointed out that there is still much 
pioneer work to be done. She urged women through- 
out the country to use their increased powers to press 
for immediate passage of the EQUAL RIGHTS 
AMENDMENT, of which she is the chief sponsor in 
the House of Representatives. Passage of the Equal 
Rights Amendment is the primary objective of the _ 
National Woman’s Party.

The Wyoming State Bar Association at its annual meeting in August unanimously endorsed the Equal Rights Amendment. 
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TEXT OF EQUAL RIGHTS AMENDMENT 


“Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any State on account of sex. 

“Congress and the several States shall have power, within their respective 
jurisdictions, to enforce this article by appropriate legislation. 

“This amendment shall take effect one year after the date of ratification.”

The following Amendments to the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the National Woman’s Party were adopted at the biennial 
Convention May 26, 1951: 


Article IV, Sec. 2—Section 2, of Article IV, of the By-laws 
adopted April 3, 1949, shall be amended by striking out all of 
Section 2, and substituting the following: 


“Sec. 2. The officers of the organization shall be a Chair- 
man, five Vice-Chairmen, a Secretary, two Assistant Secre- 
taries, a Treasurer, and two Assistant Treasurers. The term 
of office of each officer shall begin immediately following the 
adjournment of the Convention at which her election took 
place, and shall expire two years thereafter, or at the time her 
elected successor takes office. Any vacancy occurring in the 
aforementioned offices shall be filled by the National Council.” 


Article X, Sec. 2—Section 2, of Article X, of the By-laws 
adopted April 3, 1949, shall be amended by striking out all of 
Section 2, and substituting the following: 

“Sec. 2. A eked meeting of the National Council, in con- 
junction with the outgoing council, shall be held promptly 


after the adjournment: of the Convention. Subsequent regu- 
lar meetings of the National Council shall be held at times and 
places designated by the National Chairman after consultation 
with the National officers.” 


Civilian Conscription -- 
A Vital Subject 


The National Federation of Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Clubs went on record July 11, 1951, 
in favor of a draft of women. 


A resolution adopted unanimously voted to support 
Federal legislation to provide for registration of 
women similar to that required for men under the 
Selective Service Act, and the draft of women for mili- 
tary service when it may be advisable in the interests 
of humanity. 


From the Baltimore News Post of July 20, 1951,

“In World War II there were about 200,000 women in the 
armed services of the U.S.A. In the next war it is expected 
there will be about three and a half million women in uniform. 


The following is a partial text of the National Man- 
power Mobilization Policy promulgated by President 
Truman on January 17, 1951. It is the basis of Fed- 
eral policy today. 

“The primary aim of manpower mobilization is to 
safeguard our National Security through the maximum 
development and use of our human resources. 

To assure the most effective uses of our manpower 
to meet these needs, it is essential that we establish 
principles and adopt a series of policies which will lead 
to the most effective uses of our manpower resources. 
Wherever statutory authorization is necessary to put 
these in effect, it will be sought from the Congress. 

In achieving these objectives, the national manpower 
mobilization program will be based upon the follow- 
ing principles: 

(a) Each individual will be expected to serve in the 
capacity in which he can contribute most to the total 
mobilization program. 

The following basic manpower mobilization policies 
are necessary to give effect to the principles stated 
above, but do not prejudice or limit extension of man- 
power policies as further needs of mobilization evolve. 


...@. Recruitment, placement, distribution training 
and utilization of the civilian labor force (including 
Government employes) will be based primarily upon 
voluntary measures for manpower mobilization. This 
policy will be carried out through such measures as: 


... (4) Providing assistance to employers in pro- 
moting maximum utilization of the labor force, in- 
cluding WOMEN, physically handicapped, older 
workers, and minority groups. 

f. Government manpower controls will be used 
when. and to the extent needed to secure successful 
execution of the mobilization program. Such con- 
trols will apply to employers, to workers, or to both. 
They will include: enforcing adherence to utilization 
standards including full use of WOMEN, handicap- 
ped workers, and minority groups.”

EQUAL PAY IS DISCUSSED BY 
PAULINE NEWMAN

TO THE EDITOR OF THE NEW YORK TIMES: 


It was a satisfaction to read your timely editorial 
comment on women in business. Firstly, because I 
would like to think that it will act as a spur to our 
Representatives in Congress, where equal-pay-for- 
equal-work legislation has been introduced year after 
year and, despite its support from every fair-minded 
group in the community, no action has been taken. 


Secondly, because I have just returned from Geneva, 
where the question of equal pay for equal work for 
men and women was discussed for three long weeks by 
delegates to the International Labor Organization. No 
one objected to the principle of equal remuneration for 
men and women who did work of equal value. Every- 
one admitted the justice of the claim on the part of 
women workers and other women who were discrimi- 
nated against because they were women. 


Employers and some Government spokesmen who 
spoke against recommending action based their argu- 
ments on the all-too-familiar “reason”—namely, “that 
this is not the time” for recommending international 
action. However, when this question finally came be- 
fore the plenary session of the I.L.O. the delegates of 
the sixty-four member nations voted in favor of rec- 
ommending ratification—declaring that “‘each country 
ratifying it shall, by means appropriate to the methods 
in operation for determining rates of pay, promote 
and, in so far as is consistent with such methods, in- 
sure the application to all workers of the principle of 
equal remuneration of men and women for work of 
equal value.” Flexible enough for any country which 
believes in fair play to carry out the decision of the 
I. L. O. 

In the United States there are now fifteen or sixteen 
states which have equal-pay-for-equal-work laws on 
their statute books. The enforcement of these laws, 
however, leaves much to be desired. Some union con- 
tracts do have “rates for the job” provisions which 
apply to both sexes. But in the final analysis what is 
needed most to translate this principle into action is 
more education for both our Federal and state legis- 
lators as well as leadership of the trade union move- 
ment. Your editorial was a fine contribution toward 
that end.

BRITISH G-GIRLS ASK EQUAL RIGHTS 


London, July 19 (AP)—Some 500 irate women—all 
Government employes—invaded a startled House of 
Commons last night, demanding pay equal to what 
their male colleagues get. 

Alarmed police slammed the heavy oak entrance 
doors to stem the female tide and sent out a call for 
reinforcements. 

The women outside hammered on the portals, 
screaming: “We want Gaitskell.” Hugh Gaitskell, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, recently turned down a 
demand for equal pay for women, contending it would 
cost too much. 

The women were told they could see their parliamen- 
tarians—but only in small groups. They left after 


about 90 minutes, announcing they would be back next 
Wednesday.

ENDORSE EQUAL PAY 


Chicago, July 11 (AP)—Directors of the National 
Federation of Business and Professional Women’s 
Clubs, Inc. urged ratification by the states of a possible 
future amendment to the Constitution, providing equal 


pay for equal work, whether performed by men or 
women. 


U. N. WOMEN’S UNIT BACKS EQUAL PAY 


Lake Success, May 8—The right of women workers 
to the same salaries paid to men was supported today 
by a dozen members of the United Nations Commission 
on the Status of Women. 

One by one, members of the all-women commission 
spoke up in favor of the principle of “equal pay for 
equal work,” giving their opinions as trade union 
leaders, lawyers, educators and housewives. 

Some of the speakers—those from Britain, Haiti and 
Greece in particular—admitted that the practice of 
giving equal wages to women workers was sometimes 
violated in their countries. 

In 1951 Alaska joined 12 States is establishing the 
principle of equal pay. The 12 are California, Con- 
necticut, Illinois, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Montana, New Hampshire, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island and Washington. | 

Measures for a Federal Equal Pay Law were intro- 
duced in the Seventy-ninth, Eightieth and the present 
Kighty-first Sessions of Congress. 

Except for organized workers covered by equal pay 
clauses in union contracts, numerous women doing the 
same work as men in the 36 States without equal-pay 
protection have no assurance of equal pay. 

A Federal law providing equal pay for women work- 
ers would immediately bring this guarantee to women 
in numerous interstate businesses, but such a law 
would not eliminate the need for State legislation, since 
large numbers of women are employed in stores, laun- 
dries, offices, and other local establishments which do 
not come within the scope of Federal legislation. 

Federal Civil Service classifications are set up with- — 
out regard to sex. 

The unequal pay system is not only unfair to women 
but is a real threat to national and state wage stand- 
ards. If the whole economic picture were reviewed, it 
could probably be demonstrated that many employers 
prefer to employ lower paid women workers, because 
there are no uniform pay standards for given types of 
jobs. This actually is a drag on the whole wage struc- 
ture, and should be the concern of employed men and 
women, both union and non union.

So go the arguments for equal pay. 

It seems to us that this is putting the cart before the 
horse. Unless equality of men and womien under the 
law is established on a Federal basis—if the welter of 
discriminating legislation, varying from State to 
State, is left upon the books, we venture the opinion 
it will continue impossible to overcome the massed 
weight of custom, tradition, prejudice and economic 
repressions that handicap women in their endeavor to 
achieve the status that is rightfully theirs.

I cannot see how any Senator or member of 
the House would want to go against his or her party 
platform.”
